The addition of seven 
new classes, along with the 
merging of the AP Government 
and English classes, produced 
considerable changes in the 
BHS curriculum. 

The new classes were 
zoology, law education, 
sociolology, current issues, 
desktop publishing, Indiana 
studies, and international rela- 
tions. These classes were all 
one semester classes, which 
added flexibility according to 
Dr. Fred Sagester, the principal 
at BHS. 

“We felt the 
classes would be valuable to 
the social studies curriculum. 
Plus, it gives students more cur- 
riculum options,” stated Dr. 
Sagester. “We felt the classes 
would be intellectually chal- 
lenging.” 

Students felt the ma- 
jority of the new courses would 
be extremely beneficial in their 
future professions. 

Nikki Stahley, a jun- 
ior in law education, com- 
mented, “It gives me a back- 
ground on law in general, and 
you become familiar with some 
terms you wouldn’t usually 
know.

Some of the classes 
(zoology, desktop publishing, 
sociolology, and law education) 
served the purpose of preparing 


students for possible occupa- 
tions. However, teachers felt 
classes such as current issues 
and international relations were 
simply important for students 
to keep up with. 

In addition to the fact 


that these classes were all one 
semester, they were also elec- 
tives that drew the interest of 
students. 

“T wanted to learn what 
was going on in the world,” 
commented Abby Mays, a fresh- 
man in international relations. 

“T like science, and I 
was interested in zoology,” ex- 
plained Large. “Mr. 
Zimmerman gave us freedom 
to research things that we’re 
interested in.” 

These new classes also 
appealed to students because of 
the projects and trips associated 
with each class. The zoology 
class, for example, took a trip to 
the Cincinnati Zoo. Likewise, 
the law education class ventured 
to the Ripley County Court 
House and heard a few small 
claim cases. 

The international rela- 
tions class was involved in a 
project called World Council. 
World Council was their own 


version of the United Nations. 
The class was divided into 
groups and assigned a country. 
Then, students held meetings 
and debates to solve problems. 

The sociolology class 
did a large systematic study 


where they gathered and ana- 
lyzed data. They then formed a 
conclusion based on the data. 

Mr. Melvin Siefert, 
social studies teacher, relayed, 
“The field of sociolology is lim- 
ited, but it talks about how 
people interact and react to- 
gether. That is life.” 


In order to add new 
classes, BHS considered sched- 
uling and hiring new teachers. 

“We had to consider 
staffing, and if there was room 
forextraclasses,” explained Dr. 
Sagester. 

The merging of the AP

With the introduction 
of the mentorship program to 
the course options, students dis- 
covered the opportunity to ex- 
plore careers of interest during 


the school day. 

The program was in- 
corporated into the curriculum 
“to give students the opportu- 
nity to get into the work force 
and possibly take a look at ¢a- 
reer options,” explained Dr. 
Sagester, the advisor for the 
program. 

Several requirements 
were enforced to regulate the 
program and serve as criteria 
for a grading system. First of 
all, the students were expected 
to keep a journal recording 
weekly activities. The students 
then had to submit a mentor 
approved journal to Dr. Sagester 
at the conclusion of each week. 

Students were also re- 
sponsible for compiling a mini- 
mum two-page synopsis after 
the first half of the mentorship. 
They then were required to write 
adetailed summary encompass- 
ing the entire mentorship fol- 
lowing the end of the second 
cycle. Lastly, a mentorship 
evaluation form was completed 
by the mentor as an indication 
of the student’ s behavior, inter- 
est in the career, and overall 
performance on the job. 

All the items submit- 
ted for the program were orga- 
nized into a portfolio for each 
student. The portfolio displayed 
the student’s fascination with 
the profession, knowledge ac- 
quired, and the skills developed. 
Numerous participants included 
extensive explanations of their 


mentorships and visual aids. 
“If I go into a career in 
architecture, the portfolio will 
be an example of what I can 
do,” stated senior Michael 
Metcalf. 
A diverse group of 


enabled students to gain insight 
on the profession’s advantages, 
adverse facets, income range, 
and job demands. Some of the

First and most impor- 
tantly, students acquired a real- 
istic perspective about their ca- 
reer of interest. The program
